A policeman explained that 
O'Malley was very violent and 
wantel to fight everybody. 
O'Malley, who admitted that he 
was the worse for drink and re 
membered nothing af the affair, 
was sentenced to six weeks’ hard 
labour. The magistrate said the 
women had performed “their 
delicate duties with admirable 
discretion.

modern civilisation, like other 
types which preceded it, has 
proved in mauy respects extreme- 
ly disappointing. There was a 
time when it seemed impossible 
to over-praise the wonderful age 
we were living in, or to expect 
too much from the remarkable 
advances in science, in invention, 


‘in the organisation of society, the 


extension of trade, the enlarge- 
ment of popular liberties, the 
‘spread of education, the liberalis- 
ing of popular religion, which 
belonged to the 19th century. — 
We are now well into the 20th 
century, and for the last ten years 
or more the word “civilisation” 
has been apt to appearin commas, 
or accompanied by such expres- 
sions as "so called,”” “ boasted,” 
“nominal.” We had teased to 
be so sure and séelf-congratulatory 
about it. True there was mrore 
trade, more wealth, wider domin- 
ion, but the people at large were 
not really happier, nor healthier, 
nor on the- whole even better. 
off. Then came the war. 
It proved the demonstration of 
what had long been suspected, 
that the material progress of 
mankind had ‘out-run its moral 
advances during the marvellous 
last hundred years, The unheeded 
warnings ‘of thinkers received 
ghastly confirmation as all. the 
resources of science and inven- 
tion were seen perverted to serve

Dr. Lucy prupused that the 
action taken should be in the 
form ufa resulutiun. They could, 
he said, be quite certain that his 
Excellency the Governur was in 
foll-sympathy with them, and 
had already taken such action as 
was possible. Ji ther passed a 
resolution from the united ranks 
of their professiou, it would 
perhaps be the best action that 
they could take, and they woukl 
have the hedrty goodwill of the 
Gavernor, who would probably 
forward their telegram Home for 
thém, : : 

Dr, Black secuaded, remarking 
that the hon’ble Mr. Maxwell, 
Acting Colonial Secretary, made 
dt quite clear at the meeting of 
the Legislative Council un the 
previous day that his Excellency 
the Governor. had done every 
mortal thing that was in his 
power to forward the interests of 
British woiuen,ani children in 
Malaya and had forwarded no less 
thanthreetelegrams. Thespeaker 
thought that it was their bounden 
duty to support his Excellency, 
and by sending a - resolution 
their prutest would get Home 
mach more quickly . and tell 
much more strungly than by 3 
deputation. 

The motion to proceed by way 
vf resolution was carried. 

Dy Finlayson said “that in 
addition tw the resolution they 
should alsu, ss suggested by Dr 
Day, approach the medital 
committee in the House of 
Commons. The committee had: 
only recettly been formeW under 
the chairmanship of Sir William 
Watson Cheyne, and with such 
a large number uf mesubersof the 
profession in Parliament pressure

The Chairmau submited a
